4 Top-Applied Coupons Update

to build loyalty to the brand vs. loyalty to the discount. Key objectives of the top-applied coupons are 
to; 

• Give RJR brands, with a discounted offer a more quality look 

• Allow packaging and brand registration to be better seen 

• Reflect a more quality “worth the price" image (coupons in blue & white) 

• Minimize traces of discounting once the pack is opened. 

We are investigating the problem some of you may have experienced with the coupons tearing the 
packaging on the soft pack styles.
